which the taxpayers of the whole 
nation paid for. 


There is a place on the American 


sec • for local co-ops, for munic- 
ipal light plants, and Jor private 
power companies — but integrated 
s&deral power poses a threat which 
;«" unchecked would destroy' all of' 
'.hem. 


There is nothing contradictory, 


for instance, in defending Hope's 
municipal water & light plant and 
at tho same time defending A. P. 
& L. against unfair competition 
from systems backed by the tax- 
payers' money. The Hope publicly- 
owned plant is older than Mistah 
Ham's company, moots it as an 
.equal, and poses no threat to any 
^•gvivately-owned system. The same 


is 
true of rural 
co-operatives, 


bringing electric service to remote 
farms. 


But the threat ot federal power 


overshadows them all. It poses a 
double threat, (1) the unlimited 
resources of federal taxation, and 
(2) Ihe tremendous ambition of fed- 
eral power promoters to convert 
individually 
worth-while 
hydro- 


power dams into a whole system 
which would eventually become a 
.fydoral power monopoly. 


It's the latter that we ard against. 
America is conservation-minded 


and will always be building a new 
dam here or there, some of them 
generating electricity. But the tax- 
payers never intended to see, as 
Mistah Ham pointed out, the TVA 
selling electricity at a Joss to Big 
Business. On that road lie higher 
taxes — not lower ones.
